R eview o f th e Day. 
E x e c u tiv e M a n s io n , A ugust 25th—11:15 
p. M.—The prevalent feeling at the Executive 
Mansion to-day was one of increased anxiety. 
The symptoms of the President up to 6 
o’clock were not decidedly worse, nor had 
any marked unfavorable change taken place 
in his general condition; but his failure to 
gain strength from the constantly increasing 
quantities of nourishment taken disappointed 
expectations, and the threatening aspect of 
the glandular swelling was taken as another 
reason for discouragement. 
I t seemed the 
general feeling by friends of the President 
who come here every day for information, 
but whose views of the caso represent the 
outside current of thought, th at the patient 
has not gained as much as he ought since 
Monday morning, and th at this is due to the 
imperfect 
assimilation 
and 
nutrition. 
Enough food is taken daily, they say, to 
more than sustain the patient’s strength 
if 
it 
were 
all 
turned 
into 
blood 
and v itil force ; but it is evidently not, since 
there has been no perceptible gain in strength 
during the last three day?. 
This, they argue, 
indicates th at séptica: nía, or some other un­ 
favorable influence, is at work interfering 
w ith the prcce s of nutrition, and neutraliz­ 
ing to a great extent the efforts of the stomach 
to supply the system with food. 
The Presi­ 
dent, they say, should be gaining strength 
now to get through another bad Sunday, 
or 
to 
meet 
another 
reverse 
in 
the 
shape of new com plications; but instead 
of th at he is hardly holding his own, and has 
no reserve strength to draw upon in case cf 
necessity. 
They find, also, another reason 
for discouragement in the behavior of the 
parotid swelling. 
W hen the incision was 
made yesterday afternoon it was generally 
supposed, although perhaps without sufficient 
w arrant, that it would afford speedy if not 
immediate relief, and from th at source no 
further danger was to be apprehended. There 
w :« consequently a feeling of disappointment 
to-day when it was found th at not only the 
swelling had not decreased in Bize, but that 
pus was forming in a number of places here 
and there in the gland, and th at complication 
seems to be even more serious than before the 
operation. 
These and other like considera­ 
tions, together with the absence of any pos­ 
itively encouraging as-mrance from the sur­ 
geon»’ room, have checked to-day the hopeful 
anticipations which were expressed yesterday 
afternoon. The surgeons, however, while con­ 
ceding the gravity of the situation, continued 
to m aintain throughout the afternoon that 
the outlook was no worse than yesterday, 
and th at the form of blood poisoning which 
is in the system may be eliminated and 
thrown off. 
The doctors adm it th at the pa­ 
tient is weaker now than yesterday, though 
they think there is no cause for any alarm. 
The history of the day and of to-night shows 
th at the President is losing instead of gain­ 
ing strength. 
The loss is very slight, but the 
fact th at it is a loss is not an encouraging 
sign. 
Dr. Boynton this evening told Mrs. G ar­ 
field that the President was in his opinion a 
little worse than yesterday, and his hope was 
not as bright. 
Mrs. Garfield said she ex­ 
pected such information, and added th at she 
was yet hopeful. 
The decision of the physicians not to re­ 
move him was not communicated to the 
President until this evening. 
The President 
has in 
the past few days been somewhat 
unruly 
on this 
point, insisting th at he 
should be removed, 
either to M entor or 
taken on a trip down the river. 
During 
the day he did not recur to this oft-repeated 
request, but to-night became exercised about 
it. 
H e said he wanted to be moved right 
away 
H r. Bliss then told him there had 
been a consultation of ail the physicians, 
and their decision was th at there should be 
no removal at this time. 
The President 
said in a whisper (he cannot talk above 
th at tone), " I suppose you know best; but 
1 would like to get aw ay.” 
The Cabinet m et early this evening, and 
remained until a late hour at the W hite 
House. 
M ost of them were accompanied by 
their wives. 
All th at could be got from a 
stray doctor now and then, th at was of any 
interest, was th at no improvement could be 
announced, and th at there was not thought 
to be any change since yesterday. 
Certainly 
there have not appeared to-night any recu­ 
perative signs. 
The air of gloom over everything is pretty 
well marked, and while there is absolutely 
nothing immediate to cause grave apprehen­ 
sions, there is a great fear th at all will not 
end well. 
There has been no change in the 
treatm ent of the patient, nor any new feat­ 
ures of t he case—no new food administered 
and no signs of another crisis upon the W hite 
House patient. 
General Sherman, who has been antici­ 
pating the removal of the President for 
several days, caused a number of stout 
soldiers to be drilled in carrying men on 
stretchers. 
They have attained remarkable 
dexterity, and can 
carry extended on a 
stretcher, w ithout disturbing a glass of water 
in his hand, a 150 pound man for half an 
hour. 
The old mansion at Arlington has been 
offered as a place to which the President can 
be removed. 
A widow who has control of 
the house has w ritten, saying th at the whole 
mansion will be placed a t the disposal of the 
President, and fitted up for his comfort and 
reception, if it should be decided to remove 
him thither. 
Of course, it having been de­ 
cided not to remove him, the invitation can­ 
not be accepted. 
1 here are, however, many 
who think the admirably located old house 


a very desirable location for the President-, 
and one which would be better suited to his 
condition than either a trip down the river 
or a removal to M entor or the Soldiers’ 
Home, if he should be in such a condition as 
to render a change advisable. 
Very A larm in g C ondition. 
W a s h in g to n , A ugust 25th.—A t a very 
late hour to-night the President’s condition 
is very alarming. 
Unless there is a change 
in twenty-four hours for the better, it is ad­ 
m itted at the W hite House th at he will not 
survive. 
The President is very weak indeed, 
and has been out of his mind most of the 
night. All is gloom around the W hite House. 
Members of the Cabinet are very apprehen­ 
sive. 
There is nobody here who thinkB there 
is more than a bare chance of recovery. 
The M idnight B u lle tin . 
E x e c u tiv e M a n s io n , August 25th—M id­ 
night.—Sion after the evening bulletin was 
issued tbe attending surgeons began to notice 
a change for the worse in some of tbe Presi­ 
dent’s symptoms. 
H e became more restless 
than during the day. 
H is pulse became 
inore frequent, until it reached about 120 
beats, and he began to be subject to hallu­ 
cinations with regard to his circumstances 
and surroundings. 
M ost of the time he 
seemed rational, but a t intervals, especially 
just after waking, ha talked incoherently, 
and did notseem conscious of his situation. An 
examination was made of the inflamed parotid 
gland, and its appearance gave reason to ap­ 
prehend serious consequences.

The 
President was taking nourishment enough, 
but it did not and could not do bim much 
good while the parotid inflammation con­ 
tinued and while his blood remained in its 
present condition. 
Upon being asked if the 
effects of blood poisoning would not soon 
disappear, he replied: “ Y e s; but I fear 
not soon. 
I am afraid the President will 
not have strength enough to pull through.

Secret D ispatches in W nll S treet—The 
Code I sed. 
C h ic a g o , August 25tb.—The Inter-Ocean’s 
W ashington special says : I t is rumored th at 
lately some W all-street brokers had means to 
know the condition of the President ar.d 
what was occurring at the W hite House. 
I t 
is now positively known th at some one in 
New Y ork knew of the intention to summon 
Dr. Agnew before the pre s fairly did. 
It 
was kept a profound secret here, but it wa3 
known in W all street by noon. 
Some one 
who has special means of knowing the Presi 
dent’s condition is employed in furnishing in­ 
formation to the stock jobbers. This is shown 
by the fact th at three days ago a person ap­ 
peared here and told several persons th at he 
had come to m ike arrangements for a direct 
wire from the W hite House to a broker’s 
office on W all street, but found th at he had 
been forestalled. He offered to prove by files 
at the W estern Union telegraph office that 
dispatches went directly from the W hite 
House to Corbin's place in New Y ork, a 
banker and broker’s office. 
This gentle­ 
man said th at he would give 810,000 to know 
five utinutes in advance th at the President 
was dead. 
If more convincing proof were 
needed, it only remains to give the cipher by 
which it is believed th at communication is 
carried on between this person who has spe­ 
cial facilities for knowing the patient’s actual 
condition, and certain other parties on W all 
street. 
I t is not asserted th at the key given 
below embraces quite all of the code, but 
there is enough given to show the nature of 
this person’s trafficking upon the life or death 
of the nation’s patient. 
The cipher is as fol­ 
lows, being literally transcribed as far as 
known at this hour: "O n e H arry,” will 
mean th at he is im proving; ■' Two M ary,” 
improving nicely ; “ Three H. G .,” failing; 
"P o u r F rank,” failing rapidly; “ Five New 
Y ork,” holding his own ; “ Six M. B .,’- will 
probably die ; “ Seven S. D ,” will surely 
d ie; “ Eight D. K. B .,” undoubtedly re­ 
cover; “ Nine Jo h n ,” surely recover: ‘‘Ten 
B atts,” gaining; ‘‘Eleven Sam ,” gaining 
stronger;

There is reason to believe 
th at twelve has been sent more frequently 
than any other. 
D ishonest an d D ishonorable Traffic. 
C h ic a g o , A ugust 25th.—In an investiga­ 
tion here regarding the story telegraphed you 
this morning that a cipher was being used to 
inform W all street of the condition of affairs 
at the W hite House, your correspondent 
learns upon indubitable authority th at infor­ 
mation in cipher and in open English, antici­ 
pating by some minutes, or even hours, the 
regular press bulletins, has been received by 
the brokers and speculators nearly every day 
since the President was shot, and th at of late 
these reports have come in with great regu­ 
larity and frequency. 
No pointer is given 
as to the source of this information in W ash­ 
ington, but the fact is assured th at some one 
close to the sick room has driven a dishon­ 
est and dishonorable traffic in the President’s 
symptoms. 
The Ynrant Auditorshlp of Ballroad Ac­ 
count*. 
C h ic a g o , August 25th.—A W ashington 
special says that it is reported th at the offi­ 
cers of the Central Pacific Kailro&d have 
been considering the advisability of a man­ 
damus to compel Vice-President A rthur to 
appoint an Auditor of Railroad Accounts, 
on the ground th at the Bureau is now with­ 
out a head, and they will be compelled in 
consequence to rest under the odium of a 
charge to defraud the Government, while 
they are ready and anxious to proceed to a 
trial as soon as a Commissioner is appointed. 
Some time ago there was a »tay of proceed­ 
ings granted on a motion of A ssistant United 
States District A ttorney Clarke, in the Cir­ 
cuit Court in 'N e w Y ork, until thirty days 
after the appointing of an Auditor of Rail­ 
road Accounts by the President, and extend­ 
ing the time of taking testimony for three 
months after the expiration of this stay, thus 
making a delay on motion of the counsel for 
the Government of four months after the 
Commissioner shall be named. 
The defend­ 
ants, it is said, intend to base their applica­ 
tion for a mandamus upon the instructions of 
Attorney-General MacVeagh to M r. Clarke, 
in whjch he ■said th at the case must rest as it 
is until the President is able to appoint a 
Commissioner, thus especially adm itting the 
constitutional inability of the President. The 
railroad men will claim th a t it was upon this 
representation th at the delay was ordered by 
the Court. 
I t appears th at the law creating 
the office of A uditor of -Railroad Accounts is 
so constructed th at the section provides that 
in case of a vacancy in a Bureau such as this, 
the appointm ent of the chief of which is not 
vested in the D epartm ent of the Government 


to which th at Bureau belong?, the D eputy 
of such officer or the Chief Clerk, Bhall per­ 
form the duties of the office until a successor 
is appointed. 
The A ct creating the office 
of A uditor of Railroad Accounts does not 
provide for any D eputy or Chief Clerk, so 
in this case there is no one who is able, 
under the law, to perform its duties. 
The 
gentleman in the office now is simply a book­ 
keeper, ' whom 
Secretary 
Kirkwood has 
placed there to keep up the books, but he has 
no official status, and no one can do the 
duties of the Auditor till the President shall 
appoint some one to the vacancy. 
In the 
mean time the same A ct referred to above 
makes it m andatory upon the Auditor (who 
does not now exist) to examine the books and 
accountsof therailroads west, north and south 
of the Missouri river, to which are being 
granted subsidies in bonds or lands, to certify 
to their correctness, and to see th at the laws 
relative to the laud grant to the road are 
k ep t.' The law says th at the A uditor shall 
do this, or some one whom he may authorizs. 
No one else has authority. 
LIpon the language of this A ct it is reported 
th at the Central Pacific will lay claim to 
“ enforced hardships” in the m atter now 
pending between them and the Government. 
The A tlantic and Pacific and the New Or­ 
leans and Pacific also complain. 
The R usso-C hinese T reaty. 
N e w Y o r k , A ugu-t 25th.—The Commercial 
Bulletin say s: The recent cablegram from St. 
Petersburg, announcing th at a treaty had 
been ratified by which Russia surrenders 
K uldja to China, retaining the right, how­ 
ever, to trade as far as the great walL to ap­ 
point Consuls in nearly all the principal 
towns, as trade requires, haB excited consid­ 
erable interest in this city, es|>ecially in 
houses trading w ith China. 
W illiam H. 
Fogg, President of the China and Japan 
Trading Company, who has traveled in China 
himself, states th at this treaty w ith Russia 
ought to enable tbe U nited States to obtain 
greater privileges in China, inasmuch as our 
own treaty with th at country specifies that 
we shall be granted the same privileges that 
are extended to the most favored nations. 
L ittle is kuown of the region named in the 
dispatch, and it probably could not be util­ 
ized for American trade ; but the appoint­ 
m ent of Consuls in the principal towns would 
be of advantage in throwing a safeguard 
around travelers, and thus open np the way 
for a better knowledge of th at great country, 
of which little is known. 
T he A tlvunrc la th e B aal, o f E nglnud 
B ate o f DisrouH t. 
N e w Y o r k , August 25th.—The Commercial 
Bulletin say s: The advar.ee in the Bank of 
England rate of course is for the double pur­ 
pose of attracting gold to London from the 
Continent, and checking the movement from 
London to New York. 
If the former can be 
accomplished less attention will be paid to 
shipm ents to this point, for the Bank of Eng­ 
land a year ngo was content to let U3 draw 
between 830,600,000 and 810,000,000, for the 
reason th at it could draw it from the Con­ 
tinent. 
The effect on rates for foreign ex­ 
change here was to adjust sterling for 
to 
•l.J per cent, discount in the m arket in 
London for American bills. 
The action of 
the B ank of England did not have a depress­ 
ing effect on British consols. 
On the con­ 
trary, they advanced one-sixth to one-eighth. 
H ere it was used to depress stocks, and was 
supplemented by unfavorable private advices 
from W ashington about the condition of the 
President. 
W ithout doubt the stock m arket 
will feel relief when the suspense about the

THE PLEDGE QUESTION. 


The pledge question is being discussed in 
San Francisco again. 
I t appears tbat there 
are still voters in that city who retain 
enough of the freshness of youth to believe 
in campaign pledges ; or else there are ed­ 
itors sufficiently impressed with the peren­ 
nial gullibility of the human race to think 
that the stale old sophistries in support of 
pledges are stiil good for comething. 
This 
is the more remarkable seeing that the 
pledge humbug has been perhaps more 
thoroughly exploited in San Francisco than 
anywhere in the Union. 
A couple of years 
ago the Sandlot candidates in tiiat city 
solemnly promised, among other things, to 
cover into the treasury a part of their 
salaries. 
This wa3 a specific pledge of the 
most tangible kind, and therefore a partic­ 
ularly fair test. 
Several of the pledged 
men were elected, bat none of them has 
ever refunded a eent of Lis 6alary, though 
most of them have done all they could to 
get more money from the treasury than 
they had any moral right to take. 
And 
it has been the same with all the other 
pledges. 
After 
election 
they 
have 
invariably been ignored. 
Iu all these 
cues, moreover, the truth of the observa­ 
tion that no pledges will bind knaves, 
has been manifested. 
It is always the 
knaves who are readiest to take pledges, and 
first to repudiate them. 
The pledge-prin- 
ciple is a thoroughly bad one, for it implies 
th at the Candidate is not well enough 
known to the voters to be trusted without 
special guarantees. 
Now such a candidate 
is condemned in advance of election, while 
the party that nominates him convicts 
itself in the act of ncgleotiug the public in­ 
t crest s. 
No man whoso past life does not 
constitute a complete justification of his 
candidature ought ever to be put in nomi­ 
nation. 
No taan whose past life fails to 
justify his candidature can be trusted on 
the strength of campaign pledges. 
But if 
w ith their experience tho voters of San 
Francisco do not know this, they are 
incapable 
of 
learning 
anything 
from 
the facte before them, and in that case 
they arc fit prey for the political spoilers. 


THE PRESIDENT. 


The ¡'resident continues to sick slowly. 
Bach day some further complication arises 
in his case. 
Yesterday his bowels gave 
way, and it was found necessary to discon­ 
tinue tho eaemata. 
His stomach is still 
docile, but should it collapse now it 
would be impossible to administer nourish­ 
m ent to him in any way, and the danger of 
this collapse is ever { resect. The inflatnma- 
tion of the parotid gland has not subsided, 
and w hat is worse, other glandular swell­ 
ings are beginning to appear. 
The whole 
system in fact is plainly being undermined 
by tho morbid state of the blood, and while 
each new unfavorable symptom indicate* a 
fresh drain upon the patient’s strength, it 
at the same time demonstrates a steady ad­ 
vance in the disorganizing agencies. 
Tho 
question of moving him from the W hite 
House has been discussed very seriously, 
but the doctors fear to take the risk. 
The President himself manifests a strong 
desire to be removed, and in such a crisis 
it seems possible that this longing might 
be taken as a guide w ith comparative 
safety. 
A t present the doctors scarcely at- ■ 
tem pt to deny tbat he must die if he is not 
moved, and therefore the risk to be taken 
cannot be very j r at. 
B ut tho apprehen­ 
sion which the physicians feel shows how 
very far the exhaustion has gone already, 
and ujion w hat a siender thread the Presi 
dent's life now bangs. 


".'he Regents of the University must have 
f alt rather uncomfortable while Mr. Bacon 
was giving them his views of the proper 
relations which should exist between them 
and the Faculty, but what he said on this 
occasion needed to be said, and perhaps it 
would have been hard to find a more fitting 
opportunity. 
Mr. Bacon intim ated th at 
the Regents ought to treat the Faculty 
with consideration, and to invite their 
opinions upon all questions relating to the 
discipline cf the University. 
He further 
expressed a belief that the Professors, whose 
whole time was devoted to the work of 
education, would be likely to understand a 
good deal more about the subject than the 
Regents, who only gave a small part of 
their time to the work. 
Those who have 
carefully observed the course of the Board 
.of Regents cannot doubt th at this advice 
was well bestowed upon th at body, though 
we fear there is very little ground for ex­ 
pecting th a t it will be acted upon. 
The 
Regents have for some time past essayed 
a policy which it is from the nature of the 
conditions almost impossible to m ake suc­ 
cessful. 
They have appeared to be labor­ 
ing under the delusion th at the Stats Uni­ 
versity' belonged to them, and that ahc-y 
were entitled to manage it as a close cor­ 
poration, without the least regard to the 
wishes or opinions of the public, whose 
agents alone they are. 
In answer to 
strictures upon their course individual 
members of the Board have asserted that 
they were really laboring to build up the 
University, and especially to lift it out of 
tha ru t into which it had fallen. 
This 
plea, however, could not have justified the 
secretive methods employed, which m eth­ 
ods were calculated to, and actually did, 
give rise to the gravest suspicious concern- 
iug the motives of tho majority. 
But 
apart from the question of tho general 
policy of the Regents, it has been made 
conspicuously apparent th at they enter­ 
tained a wholly erroneous and mi ehievous 
view of their duty towards the Faculty. 
I t is not to» much to say that in the 
changes recently made they have treated 
several Professors with marked discourtesy, 
and th at they have exhibited generally a 
lack of appreciation of w hat was due to 
the Faculty, such as could or.ly have been 
looked for from a Board of uneducated 
boors, ignorant alike of the demands of 
politeness and of the requirements of a 
high institution of learning. 
W e had 
taken it for granted that most of the Re­ 
gents were educated men, though it must 
be said th at the occupations of many of 
them do not afford presumptive proof of 
this. 
But their treatm ent of the Faculty 
raises a suspicion th at even the most 
pretentious of them possess no more than 
a veneering of education, and th at they 
belong in the category of “ practical ” men 
who have owed success in life to native 
shrewdness of a kind posseseed in common 
with the wholly illiterate. 
They have appa­ 
rently not eought in any way to cultivate 
friendly, much les3 confidential, relations 
with the Professors. 
They have removed 
them in the most cavalier fashion, and pre­ 
cisely as though they had been mere clerks 
or laborers. 
Even on the occasion of the 
late investigation, they perpetrated an in­ 
sult upon the late venerable and respected 
President of the University by ignoring 
him completely. 
In short, it seems evi­ 
dent th at between such a body of men and 
a self-respecting, dignified Faculty there 
can be no sympathy, and th at if they are 
to proceed in the management of the" Uni­ 
versity as they have begun, they will jus­ 
tify the proposition of Mr, John HitteJl, 
th at the institution be closed. 
Mr. H ittell bases his proposition upon 
the lack of adequate funds to operate the 
institution, but the public will be apt to 
give as a still more cogent reason the in­ 
adequacy of the present B ond of Regents. 
W e are disposed to put no obstacles in tho 
way of the new President. 
His inaugural 
address, as we stated yesterday, was en­ 
couraging in tone and matter. 
But we 
ftar that he will be fatally handicapped by 
his complete 
subordination to a body 
which has certainly shown that it does not 
know how to govern gentlemen, and which 
has established a sort of ring-rule alike 
distasteful to the public and prejudicial to 
the harmony of the University. 
I t may 
be seriously questioned if any Board of 
ltcgen s can manage Buch an institution 
without reference to the superior knowl­ 
edge of the Faculty. 
Even if the Board 
were much more wisely constituted than it 
is, such a policy wonld prove very doubt­ 
ful. 
It is obvious th at to get the fullest 
light possible upon all the questions which 
arise, the Professors ought to be taken into 
counsel, ami th at unless they are there 
m ust be a great deal of blind fumbling on 
the part of the Board. 
A Board, however, which regards the 
Professors only a3 a kind of clerks, and 
which apparently thinks them quite inca­ 
pable of giving any useful advice upon 
business matters, ia not at all likely to try 
an experiment of the kind suggested by 
Mr. Bacon. 
I t is far more probable that 
it will undertake to impose its own crude 
ideas upon President Reid, and that while 
it will leave him to bear the rcsjionsibility 
in the event of failure, it will refuse him 
th at freedom of action which cm alone 
enable him to test his own educational 
theories. 
The natural, and we fear the 
inevitable result of the policy thus far 
pursued by the Regents, must be to lower 
the tone of the Faculty, 
Valuable Pro­ 
fessors usually understand tlieir cwn posi­ 
tion well enough not to sacrifice them- 
eelves under such circumstances, and they 
will therefore gc away. 
Those who re­ 
main, and thoBe who take the places so 
made vacant, will be men who are willing 
to risk their self-respect for the sake of 
retaining their office* ; and from such men 
the students can never acquire an elevated 
idea of their duties in life. 
The whole sit­ 
uation is most unfortunate, and it is a 
severe disappointment to these who have 
been buildiag their hcqies upon the Uni­ 
versity. 
Tho Regents may of course yet 
chaDge their course and adopt inore en­ 
lightened and satisfactory methods, but 
the probability of this, in view of their 
past stubbornness and arrogance, is ex­ 
tremely slight, ar.d the strong presumption 
is th at they ax ill keep on in the present 
line until the patience cf the people is 
thoroughly exhausted, or until the total 
failure of their management makes it nec­ 
essary to take summary measures for the 
rehabilitation of the University.

Such exhibitions of barbarism in the 
very midst of culture revive the difficult 
and puzzling questions ; 
W hat is educa­ 
tion ? and what is civilization? 


GUITTEAU AND THE PRESIDENT’S WOUND. 


Already there are evidences of a disposi­ 
tion in certain quarters to suggest the pos­ 
sibility of G uitteau’s escape in the event of 
the President’s death. 
The argument used 
is th at after so long an illness it may be 
difficult to say positively whether the death 
resulted from the wouud, or w hether it 
wa3 the effect of chronic dyspepsia or some­ 
thing else. 
This is all nonsense. 
If the 
President dies G uitteau will have m ur­ 
dered him just as certainly as though he 
had fallen 
dead under 
the 
assassin’s 
pistol ou the 2d of July. 
W hatever com­ 
plications have entered into the case since 
the shooting are all traceable directly to 
the wound. 
If the President had chronic 
dyspepsia before he was shot, vet retained 
his strength fully, it follows logically that 
dyspepsia could not have exhausted him 
had he not been wounded. 
G uitteiu’s 
neck will assuredly not be saved by any 
subterfuges of th at kind. 


MINING MENTION. 


Gold ha3 been found in a well a t Rice- 
ville, and the town is excited. 
General John B. W inters, at one time 
Superintendent of the Yellow Jacket, at 
Gold llill, Nevada, Í9 investing in mines 
on Wood river. 
The Clipper Gap iron mine is out of 
charcoal and is therefore not producing 
any metal just at present. 
The inter­ 
ruption will be for a few days only. 
Tho Excelsior Hydraulic Mining Com­ 
pany at Smartsville are building at a cost 
of from §00,000 to §75,000 a dump th at it 
is expected will hold the tailings from their 
claim for two years to come. 
The Eureka Sentinel says : The ore taken 
from the Eureka tunnel, 1,100 feet from 
its mouth, t»n Thursday by a Sentinel 
reporter, assayed §318 per ton. 
The assay 
was made by Messrs. Moeller & Robbins. 
Toe vein from which the ore was taken is 
about four inches in depth and thirty 
inches wide. 
Two tons of this rock will 
be shipped to the furnaces shortly. 
The Gold Bonanza mice, of Butte coun­ 
ty, in which several Sacramentaos are in­ 
terested, is developing very rich deposits. 
I t is worked by' drifting. 
The gold taken 
out very closely resembles that takeu by 
miners at Downieville and Forest llill iu 
the earliest gold placer era in California. 
The company has a tunnel 2.000 feet. 
It 
is said the mine yields §150 per man per 
day. J. Perolibaker, an owneriu the mine, 
was in Sacramento a few days ago, and ex­ 
hibited some remarkably fine specimens of 
virgin gold taken from the claim. 
The Buckeye mine, situated 
between 
Sweetland and Birchville, has been sold to 
Sweetland men. 
This mine was originally' 
purchased by an English company from 
General O. Evan«, John S. Stidger, Thos. 
Clarke, Dan Rourke, P. Purcell and John 
Taylor. 
These gentlemen Bold out to an 
English company in 1870 for something 
over §200,000. A lter working this claim for 
some years and realizing an enormous profit 
therefrom, George D. McLean, then the 
Superintendent of the mine, and George E. 
Yates purchased it from the English com­ 
pany. 
The mine was successfully worked 
for a number of years by McLean and 
Yates, and was recently sold by them to 
Messrs. Rourke (one of the original own­ 
ers), James O’Farrell, M artin Burt and 
others, for the small sum of §0.000.

E; HÍ¿,ns Nicholson and Gilmore left Sitka 
on the 27: h ultimo, with twenty men for 
Kiawuk on the steam launch, on account of 
a repcrt received tbat the Indians were 
troublesome at that point, and had been 
making threats against, the whites on account 
of trouble growing out of the catching of 
fish. 0:i arriving at Klawak they found that 
the Indians, having learned of tlieir ap­ 
proach, had fled from their ranches. The 
officers cailed a meeting of the chiefs, 
who, after a long pow-wow, at which 300 In­ 
dians were present, promised to restrain the 
others and keep the peaco themselves. 
The 
party returned to Sitka on the (iih instant. 
Schmeig’s store and billiard saloon, with 
coutents, was totally consumed by fire on the 
night of July 27th, mtailiug a heavy loss on 
the owner, his family, who slept in the upper 
story, ordy escaping in their night clothe-'. A 
lodgiog house for the u»e of the poor of Sitka 
called the ” Doable Decker,” was entirely 
consumed at the same time. Had it not been 
for the efforts used by the officers and men 
of the Jamestown the entire town would 
have bsen burned. 
The Wachusetts arrived in Sitka on tha 
30th ult., and on the 1st inst. sailed for Har­ 
risburg, and relieved the garrison at that 
place by a detail of her force, under charge 
of Lieutenant Commander Pigtnan, 
the 
VnchuseUs returning to Sitka on the Stb. 
The Haasler arrived at W rangtl on the 
18th. 
Her Majesty's ship Rocket had sailed for 
Victoria. 
Reverend Doctors Jackson and Corles?, 
with the misMonariea Styles and Chapman, 
arrived at Sitka on the 8th inst., having 
established their new missions at Chilcoot 
and Hoonyah. 
On the 15th inst. the Los Angelea sailed 
for Harrisburg, and on the same day the 
Jamestown sailed for San Francisco, 
Among the passengers who sailed for H ar­ 
risburg were Governor Newell and a large 
party of tourists, together wjjh the delegates 
to the Convention called to meet at Harris­ 
burg to take measures for the representation 
of Alaska in the next Congrees. 
Among the 
delegates is the Rev. 8. Hall Young, of 
WrangeL who, having traversed personally 
the win le extent of the missionary field in 
Ala«ka, and learned the best positions for 
missionary station?, paved the way to the 
work uow being done tn the establishment of 
missions, and is now devoting bis attention to 
the temporal wants of the country as a means , 


of securing the advantages he has labored so 
earnestly to provide. 
Harrisburg is lively, and business is look­ 
ing up. 
New quartz claims have been dis­ 
covered, aud the placers are doing well where 
the water supply is sufficient. 
It ia reported 
that San Francisco capitalists contemplate 
running a tunnel into Gold Hill from its 
southerly side. 
Oa the 16th instant the Convention at 
Harrisburg, to take steps for representation 
in Congress, was called to order, and XV. B. 
Robertson, Jr., was elected permanent Chair­ 
man ; Ray. S. H. Young, Secretary, and 
Charles Wells, Sergeant at-Arms. 
A memo­ 
rial was then unanimously adopted, express­ 
ive of the desires t f the Convention. 
Provision was then made for holding an 
election in all the settlements of southeastern 
Alaska on the 5th day of September, for a 
person to present the memorial, and act as 
the Territorial representative iu the coming 
Conprefs. 
Full details of the election were 
provided, and the qualifications of voters 
fixed, all male citizens over 21 years beiDg 
allowed to vote, or those who may declare 
their intention of becoming citizen?.

lilGHT o r W a t D ecision.—The Supreme 
Court has rendered a decision iu the m atter 
cf the right e£ way through lands of what 
was the Mokclumne rancho, which was par­ 
titioned. 
Certain cf the parties receiving a 
given part of tho la rd were refused a right of 
way by other owneiH through their lands, t > 
reach the public highway. 
A n action was 
brought, but the applicants were denied their 
prayer by the Superior C ourt They claimed 
th at pri'.r to the partition they had cr en­ 
joyed a ii.-h t of way over a highway then 
used in common by all. 
Tha Supreme Court 
holds, according to the syllabus given by the 
Exam i/ur: " A r ig h t of way does not origi­ 
nate iu mere convenience. 
I t must spriug 
from an express grant, or from an implied 
reservation, or from a user for a hngth of 
tim e sufficient to create a prescription, or a 
bar under the statute of lim itations, either of 
which is presumptive evidence of a grant. 
The im passibility of a road gives to a party 
no right to an easement over adjoining land. 
I t may confer a personal tem porary right 
which he has, in common with the traveling 
public, to pa s over the land of another where 
an established road is impassable. 
A decree 
in pirtition established roads iu connection 
with tho lands; H> Id, the decree could not 
be collaterally attached.”

CHINESE 
BXAEF.IAGE. 


G reat excitement was to be seen on I street 
yesterday afternoon, and subsequently in 
front of the police headquarters. 
U pon in­ 
quiry it was ascertained that according to 
reports a Chinese girl named W ah M uey 
suddenly disappeared from where she was 
living on Third street, near I, about 2 o’clock 
last Sunday morning ; or, in other words, as 
it was reported to the Chief of Police a t the 
time, “ was stolen.” There was much ex­ 
citement over the event at the time, and a 
strict watch and still hunt has been going on 
ever since by the Chinese interested iu the 
matter, and also to some extent by the offi­ 
cers. 
The parties who mourned her sudden 
disappearance claimed th at she jum ped cut 
of a rta r window of her mansion, and was 
met by half a dozen Chinamen, vvhotnok her 
suddenly away and secreted her.

I t now transpires 
that she was 
secreted 
in a wash-house 
above 
Twentieth 
Etreet 
until 
yester­ 
day. 
N ight 
before 
last 
a 
Chinaman 
named A h Sing, who was between two and 
three years a domestic in the employ of Mrs. 
L. S. Taylor, on Ü street, and for the past 
three years and still employed in the family 
of M rs. Chamberlain, and highly spoken of 
as a “ good and reliable Chinaman,” applieu 
to Mr. Taylor ar.d said he wished to have 
some one m arry him and his intended vtiie. 
M r. Taylor ref reed him loKev. Dr. B ent ey. 
i lie latter yesterday conferred with official 
parties up m the subject, nod Ah Sing having 
produced a license issued iu due form by the 
clerk of the Superior Court, authorizing the 
marriage of himself and W ah Muey, and 
they presenting themselves for th at purpose, 
he performed the marriage ceremony. 
The 
Chice e on the lookout for their "stolen” 
woman Boon after spied them on Eighth 
street, betweeu K and L, and informing the 
police, and they knowing nothing of the 
marriage, she w!s taken to police head­ 
quarter s under the 
supposition th at she 
trad 
been 
kidnaped 
by 
the 
present 
possessor. 
I t 
was 
soon known 
in all 
parts of 
Chinatown, and the whole street 
apparently at once took sides upon one side 
or the other and thronged ihe police office 
and the vicinity. 
I t soon afterwards became 
known th at they had been married. 
Dr. 
Bentley anpeared and showed the license ar.d 
gave conclusive proof as to the regularity of 
the proceedings, and the case was of course 
settled, so fur as the law was c ncerned. The 
girl wanted to remain with Ah Sing, and he 
was extremely afraid th at she would in some 
manner be spirited away from him and he 
would lose his bride, but they were informed 
lhat they would be protected iu their m arital 
rights. 
I t was found, however, th at the ex- 
ci cement w u so intense that it would be un­ 
safe for them to go out upon the street, aud 
both bride and groom were retained at the 
j il last night, aud may be siiil longer, until 
the troubled waters of the Celestial kingdom 
become tranquil again. 


BUILDING LOAN INTEREST 
PUZZLE. 


A communication in answer to the ques­ 
tion, “ If $1 a m onth, paid in for eighty 
months, has earned 350, how much per cent, 
interest is th at per annum ,” was published 
yesterday morning. 
The answer given by 
the correspondent was 18j per cent, per 
annum, and the method of operation and 
proof were given. 
A nother correspondent 
sends in the following solution : 
“ T h eU cio n Building and Loan Associa­ 
tion having earned 350 upon the first eighty 
payments of 31 each, the question is asked, 
W hat rate of of interest has been earned 
upon the investment ? 
‘ \V,’ in another jour­ 
nal, says 14 1-5 per cent. 
A correspondent 
of the R e c o r d U n io n answers 18j per cent. 
N either is right. 
The question is not defi­ 
nitely stated. 
If the 350 had been earned at 
the time the last paym ent was made, the 
average time for each 31 would be 3ÍI.V months. 
Interest on 31 each month, .01-46-71), or 
18 78-79 per cent, per annum. 
If the 350 
was not earned until one month after the la-t 
payment, the average time for each 31 is 
40A months. 
Interest on SI each month, 
.01 44-81. or 18 42 81 per cent, per annum .” 
Sti.l another sends an answer as below, ac­ 
companying it with his figures. 
H e com­ 
pounds the interest each month, and makes 
it about 14 per cent., while those above given 
compute a t simple interest and make it 
nearly the tame, at a much higher rate. 
“ 1 see that a correspondent of your paper 
says ‘that if 31 per m onth for SO months has 
earned 350, the rate of interest is 1 9-16 per 
c.-nt. per month, or 18jf per cent, per annum .’ 
His 380 for 40 months looks all right a t a 
casual glance, but it will not hold water when 
confronted with the figures, for ‘ figures won’t 
lie ’ (when computed correctly). 
I inclose 
the problem, worked out monthly, so you can 
see for yourself who is correct. 
I first tried 
it at 1 i l GO and finding th at it run o v e ra 
little, making tha earning 352 07, 1 tiren 
tried it at If. per cent., which brings 348 59, 
so th at the correct rate is between these two 
rates. 
W ant of time prevents another com­ 
putation to obtain the exact am ount.”

DEATH OK PROMINENT CITIZENS. 
General George S. Dodge, one of the most 
noted mining men of San Francisco, died in 
Oakland yesterday. 
A bout three years ago 
General Dodge was stricken with paralysis, 
from the effects of which he never fully re­ 
covered, though up to four days ago he was 
thought to ba convalescing. 
Ho leaves a 
widow, b ut no children. 
Tha General was 
one of the first capitalists to take hold of 
Bodie district, and Bucceedel in amassing a 
large fortune from his investm ents in the 
Standard mine and other properties there. 
H e afterwards invested largely in M ammoth 
district, Inyo county, but was not so fortu­ 
nate in th at locality as in Bodie. 
He was 
about to take steps to thoroughly develop 
M ammoth when prostrated by his sickness, 
but since then the district bos been almost 
abandoned, the General being unable to at­ 
tend to business. 
General Dodge was one of 
the few w ealthy investors iu mines who 
thought that the Comstock did not contain all 
the precious metals ou the eastern slope of 
the Sierras, and was always willing to invest 
h's raonpy in any promising mine, and thus 
did as much as any man in developing many 
ledges in Nevada and California. 
H e was a 
broad-minded, large-hearted man, and a lib­ 
eral giver where he knew his gifts would be 
worthily employed. 
C. B. Birapson, another w ealthy man of 
Oakland, died in th at city yesterday, after a 
brief illness. 
H e leaves a very large estate. 
News was received in this city of the death 
of General C. C. B atterm an, at Tombstone, 
Arizona. 
General Baiterm an was a ’49er of 
San Francisco, where he resided, occupied in 
several business enterprises, until Washoe 
became an inviting country, where he took up 
his residence, and was prom inently identified 
with the Comstock l.dge for many years, his 
residence being in Gold Hill. 
H e filled sev­ 
eral prom inent positions in Nevada. 
He was 
a t one time Brigadier-General of the State 
m ilitia, and Superintendent of one of the 
most prom inent mines in Storey county. 
He 
was the Republican candidate for Governor 
of Nevada in 1878 against Governor Bradley, 
and made a good ran against th at most popu­ 
lar of men. 
Afterw ards General Batterm an 
was elected W arden of the State Prison at 
Carson, but was ousted by a Democratic 
Legislature. 
Shortly after he occupied the 
position of Superintendent of the H ead Cen­ 
ter mine, at Tombstone, which position he 
was holding when he died.

The boat has been completed and only needs 
a few finishing touches before making trial 
trior. 
The boat has been christened the 
“ Gov. Perkins,” and the dimensions are as 
follows: Length, 56 feet; breadth of beam, 


12 fe e t; depth of hold, 5J feet. 
The craft is 
complete'y decked over and draws 5 feet of 
water. 
The motive power is supplied by two 
high pressure 8x10 engines, and a propeller 4 
feet 8 inches. 
Toe cost was about 35,000. 
Quarantine Officer Lawlor says the launch 
will be manned by a Captain a t 3120 a month, 
an engineer at 3100. a deck hand at 375 and 
a coal-passer at 375. 
The present system 
costs 3300. 

Law lor is highly pleased 
with the new launch, for it is anything but a 
pleasure to go cut in a W hitehall boat on a 
rough day to board an incoming ship. Again, 
there will be a great saving of time in getting 
around the bay, because the launch can easily 
go to the Heads and could safely proceed to 
the Farallones if neceseary. 
Judge W ilson and a jury are deep in a 
suit for 316,000 damages for slander. Gov­ 
ernor Perkins, ex-Secretary of State Beck, 
Marcus I). Boruek and Senator Traylor being 
the witnesses in this case. The cause of com­ 
plaint is as follows : Jam es F . M urphy, a 
gardener, was an applicant for the position of 
gardener to the Capitol grounds in Sacra­ 
mento. 
Alexander Weed, the street con­ 
tractor, wrote a letter to Mr. Boruek, then 
Secretary of the Senate, informing him that 
M u rp h y was a dishonest man, not fit to be 
appointed to such a responsible position. 
In 
the letter W eed also expressed the béli-f 
th at he could prove his assertions by a 
Republican from this city. 
H e took the 
liberty to address Mr. Boruek, believing lie 
did not know the real character of M urphy, 
and besides promised to take steps to acquaint 
the Governor and the Secretary of State of 
some of M urphy's busurees transactions, to 
prove th at he is eutirely untrustw orthy. 
M urphy claims that but for Hie communica­ 
tion he would have secured the appointment 
at the hands of the State Capitol Commission. 
The defendant Weed, in his answer, alleges 
th at ia some business transactions w ith M ur­ 
phy he was grossly overcharged, and in tho 
case of Senator Trayior he charged him 25 
cents for every load of loam, whereas he 
(M urphy) obtained it a t 15 cents the load, in 
this way abo making overcharges. 
The de­ 
fendant furthermore pleading justification, 
claims that the communication was a privi­ 
leged one, coming from an interested citizen. 
The slander suit of Theresa Schaffer against 
H enry Fisher for S2,000 'Linages is on trial 
in the Superior Courf. 
The defendant and 
plaintiff’s liu-band, George, are drivers for 
the Jac k “on Brewery and have been school­ 
mates. 
In February, and for s .me time pre­ 
vious, Gsorge had, or supposed he had, 
grounds to suspect the fidelity of his wife. 
H e accused her of improper relations with a 
shoemaker named O'-tnauer, who committed 
suicide on the day following the accusati n. 
In the meantime the defendant had received 
an anonymous aud filthy letter, alleging to 
give a full expose of M rs, Schaffer’s m arital 
indiscretions. 
The w riter asserted th at she 
was the ckcre amic of a man named Muller, 
an employe of the Eagle Cracker Bakery, 
and th at he had rented a room on Dolores 
street, between Thirteenth and Fourte. • t!i, 
where the couple m et twice a week. 
The 
anonymous writer claimed to ba the go- 
betweeu 
to 
the 
couple; 
to 
have 
carried 
all 
the 
letters 
that 
passed 
between 
them , 
and 
to 
hRve 
" read 
them too.” Tiro w riter also charged M rs. 
Schaffer w ith an inclination for her milkman, 
and, in conclusion, implored the defendant, 
as the friend of her husband, to win the wife 
back from her dissolute course. 
The husband 
learned of tho existence of this letter, and 
demandeil of hi- friend, the defendant, to see 
it. 
Fischer refused, but subsequently showed 
it to tha husband at hi? hon.e. 
He left her, 
aud she has since resided w ith her' parents. 
She sues for damages, and alleges that tho 
defendant has slandered her in her reputation 
as a chaste woman, and questioned the legiti- 
Djacy of her child, whi. h the defendant is 
alleged to have said was the offspring of the 
baker. 
The dcf ndant denies the woman’s 
abgatioos, a id claims th ct what he did s y 
was in the presence of the husband, and in 
c immenting upon tho letter from the anony­ 
m us scribbler. 
Mention w m made a few days ago cf the 
redaction of a vaiu this piece of gold quartz 
at the 
metallurgical works of 
Professor 
Thi mas Pric?. 
Since then the remaiuder of 
the consignment, excepting a chuuk weighing 
2CD pounds, has bren reduced, and the quan­ 
tity of gold it contained definitely deter­ 
mined. 
The total shipm ent weighed 1,062 
pounds, and the total yield 3116,337 83. 
This is equivalent to 3120.000 in gold per 
ton. 
In other words, iu weight one-quarter 
of the m aterial was gold; iu bulk one- 
twenty-eighth, as the specific gravity of the 
rock in which gold is found is seven timeB 
Ires than th at of gold. 
I t is considered to he 
the richest specimen of cold quartz e .e r ob­ 
tained from any mine. 
The chunk weighing 
209 pounds is now on ¡exhibition at the office 
of H . II. Noble, stockbroker, 425 California 
street, 
i t is estim ated to contain 320,463. 
This chunk is a t the rate of 3200,000 a ton. 
This rem arkably rich quartz has been ob­ 
tained from the Rainbow mine, near Moore’s 
F lat, Nevada couuty, a t a depth of 200 feet 
from the surface of the ledge. 
The ledge 
itself underlies a deposit of auriferous gravel. 
Tne mine has 
been 
worked 
fur m any 
yew s 
with 
varying 
degrees 
of 
suc­ 
cess. 
The 
quartz 
obtained 
is 
not, 
of course, all (or anywhere near) like the 
rich specimens which have yielded nearly 
$1:0 100 In the language of the professional 
miner, this rich strike wa3 a “ pocket,” but 
one such pocket would make a mine which 
most miners would be willing to risk a good 
deal to obtain. 
The rock of the Rainbow is 
said to yield ordinarily about SCO per ton ; 
as ays giving 3114 per ton have been obtained. 
B ut there was a time in its recent history 
when the question of abandonment was seri­ 
ously considered. 
The new 
explorations 
finally determ ined upon resulted in the late 
development. 
According to 
the miner’s 
theory, “ there’s more wh-. re th at came from,” 
and yet it has frequently been tiae experience 
iu such cases that the ee.arc'i for " more ” has 
been unsuccessful. 
W hether the Rainbow 
mine contains more rich pockets or cot re­ 
mains for future exploitations to determine. 
The presence of such a body of rich ore im­ 
mediately underlying the auriferous gravel 
beds of Nevada county clearly indicates the 
source whence those gravel beds obtained the 
precious metal they carry. 
The Supreme Court has rendered an im 
portent decision relative to the rights of hus­ 
band and wife. 
Of the common properly 
Jacob Greiner loaned to friends money, took 
mortgages and security, and transferred them 
to another with the secret understanding th at 
they were to be held for him —as the com­ 
plaint alleges—and this was done to defraud 
the wife of her interest. 
H e sued for a 
divorce and division of common property, 
aud om itted therein any mention of this spe­ 
cific common property. 
M eanwhile ho ob­ 
tained posession of the securities again. 
The 
Supreme C cnrt says th at prior to the adop­ 
tion of the Codes the title to the common 
property vefted in the husband. 
He could 
during the coverture dispt se of it absolutely, 
as if it were his own, and the interest of t ‘¿e 
wife, during the same period, was a mere ex­ 
pectancy, like the interest which an heir may 
possess in the property of his ancestors. 
I t 
ia true, however, that he c i.ld not deprive 
her of it by his will. 
The same was held to 
he true under tha Civil Code, Section 172, 
which provides th at the husband has the 
management and contr. 1 of the community 
property, with the like absolute power of dis­ 
position-other than testam entary—as he has 
to his own separate pioperty. 
Such property 
i< not liable thou, b for ihe debts of the wife 
made alter marriage, unless ercured by a 
pledge thereof made by the husband. 
W ith 
such absolute power ever the community 
property the Court considered that it would 
be difficult to affirm th at any fraud had l een 
c m '.itted in regard to it by Jac >1¿ Greiner. 
It he has retained any interest ia the p ro ;. 
erty transferred that interest still remains 
crtnmnn property, and the wife retains her 
interest in it as before. 
If the transfer 1 ad 
been inode to defraud, the wife can bring 
action to vacate it after the dissolution i f 
marriage. 
W hile the marriage bond existed 
she could not, for it has been held th at she 
has no interest which entitle* her to sure 
As 
this is so the lapse of time will be no bar to 
such action, brought afier dissolution of the 
community. 
As to whether the interest of 
the wife, while the coverture existed, w a s 
sufficient in an notion to er.j fin tho husband 
from carrying cut a threatened fraudulent 
transfer of the p rop'rty, the Court consid­ 
ered it unnecessary t > decide in tho case, 
though probably such action could be main- 
tail e h 
After treating other quesliors in the 
case, til i Court also affirms th at Greiner’s 
wrongful m e of the money made him a 
trustee i f whatever was acquired for the 
benefit of the wife, under Section 2223 of the 
Civil Code ; th at one who gains a th irg by 
fraud, the vi dation of a tru sto r other wrong­ 
ful act is, unless he has sjrr.e other and bet­ 
ter right thereto, an involuntary trustee of 
the thing gained for tho benefit of the per­ 
son who would otherwise have had it. 
The 
Court deemed it unuece-sary to indie ite par­ 
ticularly the relief to which the plaintiff 
may be entitled. 
Enouglr had been said to 
show th at the complaint could not lie.
